The  titles  here  presented  are  selected  from  a collection  of  eight  hundred  titles  relating  to  Norse 
Mythology.  In  the  original  manuscript  compilation  each  title  is  given  in  exte?iso  and  a complete 
indication  of  the  contents  of  each  work  represented  is  carefully  given.  It  is  intended  here  to  give 
the  titles  with  reasonable  fulness,  but  to  omit  the  contents  indications,  except  to  indicate,  by  suitable 
abbreviations,  the  parts  of  the  Edda  contained  in  the  volume.  Commentaries  upon  the  Eddas,  when 
printed  without  text,  are  omitted;  and  texts  or  translations  of  parts  of  either  Edda,  when  published 
only  in  Periodicals  or  Society  Transactions,  are  excluded.  It  is  intended  hereafter  to  print  a com- 
plete catalogue  of  the  Edda  literature,  and  corrections  or  additions  will  be  thankfully  received.  The 
titles  marked  * are  of  works  not  seen  by  the  compiler,  and  he  would  like  to  call  attention  to  them  in 
the  hope  that  guardians  of  public  or  private  Libraries  in  the  United  States  where  these  works  are 
contained,  will  be  kind  enough  to  notify  him  whether  he  can  have  access  to  them.  Mr.  Solberg’s 
address  is  Anacostia  Post  Office,  Washington,  D.C. 

The  compiler  wishes  to  acknowledge  his  indebtedness  to  Professor  Theodor  Mobius,  but  for 
whose  learned  works  in  the  bibliography  of  Old  Norse  literature  this  list  could  not  have  been 
prepared.

Paper  Currency  printed  by  Pranklin . 

The  following  statement  was  prepared  for  publication  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Theodore  F.  Dwight,  Librarian  of  the  Department  of  State,  by 
.Mr.  John  11.  llickco.\.  the  author  of  an  “Historical  account  of  American  coinage,”  and  of  “ .V 
history  of  bills  of  credit,  or  paper  money,  issued  by  New  York,  from  1709  to  1789.”  Mr.  Dwight 
states' that  on  the  reverse  of  certain  Colonial  notes  a skeleton  leaf  is  represented,  a device  adopted 
to  prevent  counterfeiting,  and  that  he  has  been  unable  to  determine  when  that  device  first  came  into 
use,  but  it  was  probably  attributable  to  Franklin’s  ingenuity.  He  adds  that  in  the  Franklin  collec- 
tion are  a hundred  or  more  impressions  of  leaves,  which  were  undoubtedly  prepared  for  illustration 
of  the  scheme,  and  are  identified  as  Franklin’s  by  manuscript  notes  in  his  hand. 


Pennsylvania. 

First  paper  money  act  passed  March  23.  1723- 
£15,000.  .None  of  the  issue  extant.  Franklin 
began  to  print  the  Pennsylvania  bills  with  the 
issue  of  Feb.  6,  1731 ; but  none  of  these  are  e.x- 
tant.  The  next  issue  — August  10,  1/39  — 
also  printed  bv  Franklin,  and  of  this  issue  bills 
of  three  denominations  only,  5,  15,  and  20  shil- 
lings, are  known  to  collectors.  Franklin  said  it 
was  “ a very  profitable  job,  and  a great  help  to 
him.”  After  1748  D.  Hall  was  in  partnership 
with  him,  and  “ B.  Franklin  and  D.  Hall  ” 
continued  to  print  the  Pennsylvania  bills  until 
1764,  inclusive.

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STAMP  ACT  OF  1755 


lYovincial  Stamp  Act  of  1755. 

Abbott  Lawrence,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  bas  recently  presented  to  the  Public  Library  a collection  of 
broadsides  relating  to  colonial  history,  and  printed  between  1696  and  1774.  That  which  possesses 
the  greatest  historical  interest  is  the  official  promulgation  of  the  stamp-act  passed  by  the  Great  and 
General  Court  of  the  Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  January  S,  1755.  This  was  the  period  when 
the  colonies  were  engaged  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  which  resulted  in  the  overthrow  of  the 
French  power  in  North  America,  and  the  act  was  designed  in  part  to  furnish  means  to  carry  it  on. 
Singularly  enough  this  measure  has  escaped  the  attention  of  historians ; but  that  it  was  not  without 
its  influence  upon  the  public  mind,  in  regard  to  the  imperial  stamp-act  of  1765,  is  evident  from 
contemporaneous  testirnon3-  found  in  the  draft  of  an  address  to  the  King  written  by  O.tenbridge 
Thacber,  an  eminent  lawyer  and  distinguished  patriot  of  Boston.  The  extract  is  as  follows  : — 

“ With  respect  to  a general  stamp  duty,  we  beg  leave  to  observe  to  your  Majesty  that  in  ye  time 
of  the  late  war,  being  driven  bv  want  of  money  to  every  Expedient,  we  in  this  province  once  made 
such  an  act.  But  we  found  it  so  burthensome  to  your  Majest3'’s  subjects,  and  it  was  so  generally 
complained  of,  that  it  was  laid  aside  & hath  never  since  been  revived.  The  people  of  this  province 
^ that  are  distant  from  the  metropolis,  are  settled  in  very  sparse  manner,  few  contiguous.  When 
therefore  they  were  obliged  to  make  use  of  ye  instruments  charged  with  ye  stamps,  they  must  travel 
forty  or  fifty  miles  or  more,  to  get  their  instruments  stamped.  This  was  so  heavy  a tax  on  the 
greater  part  of  the  province,  as  by  universal  consent,  they  chose  to  borrow  money  on  high  interest, 
to  submit  to  what  we  call  a dry  tax  that  is  a tax  on  all  real  & personal  estate,  & on  all  polls  : and  to 
have  this  increased  rather  than  be  longer  under  so  heavy  a duty.  It  was  really  estimated,  that  for 
every  sixpence  brought  into  the  treasury  this  way,  the  subject  must  pay  eighteen  pence.  Besides, 
it  was  found  yt  this  tax  lay  heaviest  on  ye  poorer  sorts  and  those  least  able  to  bear  that  or  any 
other  tax.” 

The  proclamation,  with  the  omission  of  the  provincial  arms  and  the  marginal  impressions  of

Early  Map  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay 
Territory.  — ^The  Trustees  have  caused  to  be 
made,  from  the  original  in  the  British  Museum, 
a copy  of  an  original  map  of  the  eastern  portion 
of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  territory,  as  defined 
by  King  Charles’s  charter  of  1629.  The  date  can 
be  fixed  proximately  between  1632  and  1634,  be- 
fore Agawam  became  Ipswich  ; Newtowne,  Cam- 
bridge ; Bear  Cove,  Ilingham;  Wessaguscus, 
Weymouth,  or  Sagus,  Lynn. 

Though  not  the  result  of  a survey  by  instru- 
ments, this  map  gives  with  general  accuracy  the 


towns  then  gathered,  the  roads  laid  out,  Indian 
sites,  and  many  interesting  topographical  de- 
tails. 

Neither  the  precise  date  nor  the  draughtsman 
of  this  map  is  known  ; but  it  is  believed  to  be 
the  earliest  map  of  the  region,  and  possesses  an 
added  interest  from  the  fact  that  it  was  once  in 
the  possession  of  Gov.  John  W’inthrop,  who, 
with  his  own  hand,  has  affixed  the  names  to 
towns,  rivers,  and  ports,  together  with  the  fol- 
lowing marginalia,  pointing  to  matters  of  special 
importance  on  the  map;  —

The  Trustees  are  arranging  for  copies  of  other 
maps  and  plans  in  the  Museum,  which  will  add 
much  to  what  is  at  present  known  respecting 
the  earlj-  surveys  of  the  colony. 

New  Libr.vry  Building. — The  Trustees  have 
received  twenty  competitive  plans  for  the  pro- 
posed new  Librarv  building  in  Copley  square  on 
the  Back  Bay.  The  Joint  Committee  on  this 
building  will  pav  $10,000  in  premiums,  of 
$4,000,  $3,000,  $2,000,  and  $1,000,  respectively, 
to  the  authors  of  the  four  best  designs,  accord- 
ing to  the  order  of  their  merit,  these  plans  to 
become  the  property  of  the  city,  with  the  right  to 
use  the  whole,  or  any  part,  or  any  modification 
thereof,  without  further  claim  from  the  success- 
ful competitors  for  compensation  or  employment. 

Libr.vry  F.vcilities. — Within  the  past  year 
the  Lower  Mills  Delivery  at  Dorchester  has  been 
removed  to  the  old  Blue  Hill  Bank  building,  and 
a Reading-room  has  been  added,  with  a supply 
of  periodicals.  The  Dorchester,  Brighton,  and 
Jamaica  Plain  branches  have  been  provided  with 
Reading-rooms,  and  with  additional  periodicals, 
and  their  use  has  largely  increased. 

The  Boston  School  Committee  have  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Trustees  an  additional  room, 
which,  connected  with  the  former,  now  gives 
ample  accommodation  for  the  North  End  Read- 
ing-Room and  Deliveiw-Station  in  the  Hancock 
School-house. 

The  East  Boston  Branch  Librarv  has  been 
closed  for  several  weeks,  for  alterations  and  re- 
pairs rendered  necessary  by  the  additions  to  the 
accommodations  to  the  High  School,  which  is 
in  the  same  building. 

Annual  Report.  — The  Thirty-second  An- 
nual Report  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  has 
been  published,  and  can  be  obtained  without 
charge  at  the  Central  Library  and  Branch 
Libraries. 


From  this  Report  it  appears  that  the  total  use 
of  books  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1SS4,  has 
been  1,056,906  volumes,  and  that  541,738  peri- 
odicals have  been  given  to  readers.  For  the  pre- 
ceding year  the  number  was  1,045,902  volumes, 
and  518,226  periodicals.  Of  the  books  issued  dur- 
ing the  year,  only  58  volumes,  or  one  in  every 
i8,222  were  lost.  The  net  increase  of  the  Library 
was  16,478  volumes  and  17,368  pamphlets.  Of 
these  there  were  received  by  gift  from  77S  per- 
sons, 3,815  volumes  and  16,203  pamphlets.  Dur- 
ing the  year  23,976  volumes,  and  S,io6  pam- 
phlets, and  parts  of  volumes,  have  been  cata- 
logued, and  100,903  cards  added  to  the  Card 
Catalogues. 


Gifts.  — The  Municipal  Council  of  Paris  has 
given  to  the  City  of  Boston  fourteen  folio  vol- 
umes of  illustrations  of  the  parks  and  public 
works  of  the  Citv  of  Paris.  These  have  been 
deposited  in  the  Public  Library,  and,  as  an 
acknowledgment  for  this  magnificent  gift,  the 
Citv  Council  appropriated  one  thousand  dollars 
for  the  purchase  of  forty-two  historical  works, 
in  fine  binding,  relating  to  Boston  and  its  vi- 
cinity, which  were  sent  to  the  Municipal  Coun- 
cil. 

To  the  gifts  named  in  former  Bulletins,  Mrs. 
R.  Anne  Nichols  and  Miss  Caroline  C.  Thayer, 
of  Roxbury,  have  added  many  volumes  of  illus- 
trated works,  whose  value  has  been  greatly 
increased  by  the  addition  of  many  hundred  por- 
traits and  illustrations. 

Mr.  Joseph  M.  Truman,  Jr.,  of  Philadelphia, 
has  presented  a small  collection  of  books  on  the 
Society  of  Friends. 

Among  the  gifts  to  the  Library  within  a few 
months  are  23  volumes  from  Charles  H.  Bald- 
win; 31  volumes  and  450  pamphlets  from  the 
Rev.  C.  D.  Bradlee:  485  pamphlets  from  Dr.

This  work  is  here  for  the  first  time  printed  from  the 
manuscript  preserved  in  the  Escurial  at  Madrid.  Prescott 
used 'it  in  writing  his  “ History  of  tile  conquest  of  Peru,” 
but  erroneously  calls  it  the  work  of  Sariniento,  to  whom 
the  manuscript  is  addressed.  An  English  version,  edited 
by  C.  K.  Markham,  was  published  by  the  Hakluyt  society 
in  1S83  [*3274.51].

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GOVERNOR  BRADSTREET  BROADSIDES 


('jovernor  Bradstreet  Broadsides. 

In  the  Librarian’s  report  for  1884  was  noticed,  among  the  recent  accessions  to  the  Library,  226 
large  octavo  volumes,  comprising  the  London  Gazette  from  1793  to  1877,  inclusive,  and  later  of  an 
earlier  volume  covering  the  years  from  170410  1708,  inclusive.  Since  the  date  of  that  report  the 
Trustees  have  acquired  seven  volumes,  beginning  with  the  first  issue,  dated  November,  1665,  under 
the  title  of  Oxford  Gazette,  which  title  was  retained  for  the  first  twenty-three  numbers,  and  extend- 
ing to  February  i6||.  ThJse  earlier  volumes  contain  papers  of  especial  interest  in  colonial  history, 
and,  among  other  things,  the  addresses,  as  yet  unprinted  in  this  country,  of  the  churches  of  Boston 
and  Plymouth,  to  James  ii.,  on  his  Proclamation  of  Indulgence,  of  the  date  4th  April,  1687. 

This  was  during  the  period  of  colonial  history  known  as  the  Usurpation  of  Andros.  The 
Andros  government  was  overthrown  by  the  populace,  acting  in  conjunction  with,  and,  perhaps,  at 
the  instigation  of,  the  principal  members  of  the  Old  Charter  government,  which  was  superseded  by 
the  arrival  of  Joseph  Dudley  as  president,  in  May,  1686. 

After  the  events  of  the  i8th  of  April,  1689,  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  Boston  and  its 
vicinity  sent  forth  a declaration  respecting  the  proceedings  of  that  day,  and,  on  the  20th  May  follow- 
ing, Simon  Bradstreet  signed  an  address  to  King  William  and  Qiieen  Mary,  on  the  subject  of  late 
events,  with  the  following  title  : — 


“ TO 

Etf  anli  ^lurms 

Moft  Excellent  Majefties. 
The  Humble 

ADDRESS 


OF  THE 

Prefident  a?id  Councel  for  the  Safety  of  the  People, 
and  Confervation  of  the  Peace." 


On  the  6th  of  June  of  the  same  year  Bradstreet  also  signed  the  following  address  : — 

“ To  the  KING  and  QUEEN’S  Moft  Excellent  Majefties. 

The  Humble  Addrefs  and  Petition  of  the  Governour,  Council,  and 
Cotivention  of  Reprefentatives  of  the  People  of  Your  Majefties 
Collony  of  the  Maffachufets,  in  New-England,”  • 

which  body  had  assumed  the  conservation  of  the  peace  and  the  direction  of  public  affairs  until 
such  time  as  the  government  should  be  settled  by  the  Crown. 


Both  of  these  addresses  were  presented  by  Sir  Henry  Ashurst  to  King  William  at  Hampton 
Court,  August  7,  1689,  but  neither  of  them,  so  far  as  is  known,  has  ever  been  printed  in  America; 
nor  is  their  existence  alluded  to  by  Neal,  Hutchinson,  Palfrey,  or  any  other  historian  of  those  times. 
Both  of  these  documents  have  been  recently  acquired  for  the  Library  by  the  Trustees,  and  are  of 
very  considerable  value,  as  illustrating  an  important  period  of  colonial  history.  They  cover  four 
folio  pages. 
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Of  similar  interest  and  rarity  is  a broadside,  added  to  the  Library  at  the  same  time,  entitled  : — i

The  intent  of  this  broadside  seems  to  have  been  to  remove  from  the  minds  of  the  English 
people  any  impression  of  mismanagement  of  New  England  affairs  touching  the  Indian  hostilities 
supposed  to  have  been  prompted  by  the  inefficiency  of  the  government  which  succeeded  Andros.

New  Library  Building.  — In  response  to  the 
proposals  issued  by  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Public  Buildings  of  the  City  Council,  for  the 
erection  of  a new  Library  building,  fronting 
on  Copley  square,  twenty  competitive  plans, 
drawn  by  architects  from  various  parts  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  were  submitted.  Bv 
vote  of  the  City  Council  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library,  with  the  City  Architect,  were 
constituted  a committee  to  award  the  prizes 
thus  offered.  The  first  prize  was  awarded  to 
Charles  B.  Atwood,  of  East  Orange,  New  Jersey ; 
the  second  to  O’Grady  & Zerrahn,  of  Boston; 
the  third  to  Clarence  S.  Luce,  of  New  York;  and 
the  fourth  to  Horace  F.  Burr,  of  Boston.  These 
four  plans  may  be  seen  in  the  Art  Room  of  the 
Public  Library. 

In  returning  their  awards  to  the  City  Council 
the  committee  expressed  the  opinion  that  no  one 
of  these  plans  met  the  requirements  of  the  pro- 
posed structure. 

Among  the  various  plans  of  procedure  under 
the  circumstances  which  have  been  considered, 
no  one  has  been  agreed  upon.  The  whole  sub- 
ject awaits  the  action  of  the  City  Council. 

Gift.s.  — The  Public  Library  has  received  from 
Nathan  Appleton,  Charles  Appleton  Longfellow, 


Miss  Eva  Mackintosh  and  Angus  Mackintosh, 
a marble  bust  of  the  late  Thomas  Gold  Appleton. 
This  bust  was  made  by  Cantalamessa-Papotti,  at 
Rome,  in  the  year  1873.  This  gift  was  accom- 
panied by  several  volumes  of  manuscript. 

Mr.  Appleton  gave  to  the  Library,  in  1S69,  the 
Tosti  collection  of  engravings. 

At  the  request  of  the  family  of  Nathaniel 
Bowditch,  the  Corporation  of  Harvard  College 
has  placed  as  a deposit  in  the  Bowditch  collec- 
tion of  the  Boston  Public  Library  the  original 
manuscript,  in  four  quarto  volumes,  of  Dr. 
Bowditch’s  Translation  of  the  Mecanique  Celeste 
of  La  Place,  which  was  bequeathed  by  him  to 
Harvard  College. 

The  Bowditch  library,  givqn  in  185S,  by  the 
sons  of  Nathaniel  Bowditch.  to  the  Boston  Public 
Library,  has,  within  recent  years,  been  largely 
increased  by  mathematical  books,  purchased 
with  a fund  given  for  that  purpose  by  members 
of  the  Bowditch  family.  There  is  a Card  Cata- 
logue of  the  mathematical  part  of  this  collection 
in  the  Trustees’  room,  which  can  be  consulted 
by  students.

Bust  of  Cervantes.  — In  the  Plaza  de  las 
Cortes,  at  Madrid,  is  a full-length  statue  in  bronze 
of  Cervantes,  made  by  D.  Antonio  Sola,  of  Bar- 
celona, by  order  of  Ferdinand  VII,  and  erected  in 
the  year  1835.  If*  1S55  a copy  in  marble  of  the 
head  of  this  statue  was  made  by  Sold  for  D. 
Guillermo  Picard,  by  whom  it  was  given  in  1859 
to  George  Ticknor.  This  bust  has  been  pre- 


sented by  the  heirs  of  Mr.  Ticknor  to  the  Boston 
Public  Library.  It  is  not  known  that  any  similar 
copy  is  in  existence.  Mr.  Ticknor  has  stated 
that  the  artist  considered  it  an  improvement  on 
the  original  bronze. 

An  engraving  of  the  statue  may  be  found  in 
“El  Artista,”  Madrid,  1835,  vol.  i,  p.  205  (Tick- 
nor collection,  shelf-number  **D.ii2.i.i),  and 
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an  engraving  of  the  bust  in  the  edition  of  Don 
Qiiixote  prepared  by  D.  Pedro  P.  Ortiz,  New 
York,  iS6o  (sbelf-number  **0.141.13). 

The  bust  has  been  placed  in  the  Bates  Hall, 
near  the  bust  of  Mr.  Ticknor,  and  the  books 
given  by  him  to  the  Boston  Public  Library. 
This  gift  was  accompanied  by  tbe  original 
manuscript  of  Ticknor’s  History  of  Spanish 
literature,  and  the  copy  from  which  the  third 
edition  was  printed. 

Early  American  Poetry.  ^ — The  Public  Li- 
brary has  received  from  Miss  Anna  E.  Ticknor  a 
collection  mainly  of  early  American  poetry,  in 
about  eighty  volumes,  pamphlets  and  broadsides, 
many  of  which  are  of  exceeding  rarity.  They 
include  a broadside,  dated  December  i,  1773, 
describing  the  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of 
citizens  of  Boston  and  neighboring  towns,  held 
on  the  29th  and  30th  of  November,  1773,  “ for 
the  Purpose  of  consulting,  advising,  and  deter- 
mining upon  the  most  proper  and  effectual 
Method  to  prevent  the  unloading,  receiving,  or 
vending  the  detestable  TEA  sent  out  by  the 
East-India  Company,  Part  of  which  being  just 
arrived  in  this  Harbour.”  Also,  two  illustrated 
broadsides,  one  printed  at  Boston,  in  1792,  con- 
taining a poem  on  the  “ Bloody  Indian  Battle, 
Fought  at  Miami  Valley,  Nov.  4,  1791,”  the 
other,  published  at  London  at  the  time  of  the 
execution  of  Louis  XVI.  A farce,  entitled  “ The 
motley  assembly,”  published  at  Boston,  in  1779, 
“ for  the  entertainment  of  the  curious,”  contains 
allusions  to  the  times.  There  are  copies  of  the 
first  or  early  editions  of  Barlow’s  “ Vision  of 
Columbus,”  and  “Conspiracy  of  Kings,”  of 
President  Dwight’s  “ Greenfield  Hill,”  of  the 
“ Gloria  Britannorum,”  Boston,  1723,  of  several 
of  tlie  poems  of  Mather  B_yles,  and  works  of 
Thomas  (Robert  Treat)  Paine,  Dr.  Benjamin 
Church,  John  Seccomb,  Peter  Oliver,  Samuel 
Mather,  John  Trumbull  (“  Progress  of  dulness  ”), 
Joseph  Green  (“Entertainment  for  a winter’s 
evening ”),  George  Richards  (“Declaration  of 
Independence,”  Boston,  1793),  William  Living- 
ston (“Philosophic  solitude,”  N.  Y.,  1747),  etc. 

Universal-Bibhothek. — The  Public  Li- 
brary has  received  the  series  of  books  known 
as  the  Universal-Bibliothek,  which  has  been  in 
course  of  publication  by  Philipp  Reclarn,  at 
Leipzig,  since  1867.  It  numbers  over  two  hun- 
dred volumes,  comprising  about  two  thousand 


separate  parts  or  works  in  German  literature, 
together  with  translations  from  other  languages. 
This  series,  in  its  salmon-colored  paper  covers, 
is  a familiar  one  to  students,  and  although  in 
paper  and  type  uninviting  to  the  eye,  its  conven- 
ient size  and  cheap  price  have  given  it  a wide 
distribution. 

The  titles  of  these  separate  works  can  be  found 
in  the  Card  Catalogues  of  Bates  Hall.  They 
also  form  a special  Card  Catalogue,  which  can 
be  examined  on  application  at  the  Desk.  They 
are  not  printed  in  this  Bulletin. 

Gifts.  — The  children  of  the  late  Nathaniel 
Bowditch  presented  to  the  Bowditch  School  on 
its  foundation  a bust  of  Doctor  Bowditch,  with  a 
collection  of  his  published  writings.  The 
school  having  been  discontinued,  these  gifts 
have  been  transferred  by  the  givers  to  the  Boston 
Public  Librarv. 

Among  recent  gifts  to  tbe  Library  are  : from 
Shepherd  Brooks,  58  volumes;  Eliot  C.  Clarke, 
40  volumes;  Thomas  G.  Frothingham,  187 
volumes;  William  W.  Greenough,  57  volumes 
and  95  pamphlets;  Chester  Guild,  36  volumes 
and  360  pamphlets ; Rev.  Edward  Everett  Hale, 
a collection  of  French  legislative  documents 
(Fellowes  Athenaeum)  ; Mrs.  Edward  J.  Holmes, 
93  volumes  and  202  pamphlets ; Mrs.  John  C. 
Phillips,  186  volumes;  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  the  Interior,  92  volumes  and  many 
pamphlets. 

New  Library  Building.  — The  City  Council 
has  passed  an  order  directing  the  City  Architect 
to  prepare  plans  for  the  new  Library  Building 
and  submit  them  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  for  their  approval. 

Fiction  Catalogue.  — A new  Catalogue  of 
the  collection  of  English  Prose  P'iction,  includ- 
ing Translations  and  Books  for  the  Young,  in  the 
Lower  Hall  of  the  Central  Library,  will  be  issued 
in  July  or  August. 

Roxbury  Branch  and  Fellowes  Athe- 
n^um. — The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library 
have  voted  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board, 
the  contract  contained  in  an  indenture  between 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Trustees  of  the 
Fellowes  Athenaum  in  Roxbury,  entered  into 
January,  1872,  should  be  terminated  by  giving 
I the  required  six  months’  notice. 
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
